The Supreme Being, who is the Al- 
mighty God, is called in our Language 
Barabiruma, from whom the Goddeſs 
Tfchalai-derived her Original. [ They 
believe that this Goddeſs was heretofore 
exiſting in the Supreme Being as the 
Feminine Faculty, and was ſince ſever'd

from the Maſculine Power.] There 
were born of her Three Gods, call'd 
Dirumurtigoi, | which are worſhip'd by 
theſe Pagans, ſometimes as the Supreme 
Being. in One Perſon; .and at other 
times as Three Perſons, namely Biruma, 
iſchiu, and Ruddiren or 72 They 
eſteem theſe Three to be ſo many At- 
tributes of the Almighty, which are 

__ Eommunicated to the ſeveral Creatures 
among them; and therefore often wor- 
hip Animals, Cc. in that Senſe.” 
From the Looks of the God Biruma 
were born the 420 Buganangol with their 
Lords. [Theſe are the ſeveral Orbs, 
or Spheresof the Material World, which | 
are ſeverally under the Direction of 
ſome particular Leader.] From the Di- 
rumurtigol came forth likewiſe the four 
Law Books, with the fix Saſterangol, 
which explain the Doctrines contain'd

Of learned Men among us we reckon 
two kinds chiefly; the Auru, which 
are of the Prieſthood, and the Saftirian, 
who are Profeſſors of ſeveral Syſtems 
in Divinity. Of the Firſt, we have 
three diſtint Orders, viz the Waira- 

w:nada- Kuru, | Pantſcharſcha- Auru, and 
Mabullei-Rurn. Their Office is to pre- 
pare the Offerings for our religious 
Worſhip: Of the next Claſs are the 
Saftiriar, namely, the T/theſtha Saftiri- 
ar, Minalſchi Saftiriar, Tſchidambara 
S1/firiar, and Mogarambara Saſtiriar.
